Artificaal Butter. 


The manufacture of butter from animal 
fats and milk has been greatly impeded by 
the coxflict between the holders of similar 
patents. The American patentee, Bradley, 
found a Frenchman in the field, who claimed 
the right to make oleo-margarin under a 
patent granted to another Fienchman by the 
name of Mege. Inthe course of the legal 
confi:ct this branch of manufacture, both in 
California and in the Eastern States, has de- 
clined. 

The Hudson County Dairy Company, loca- 
ted at Hoboken, and working under the Brad 
ley patent, is, however, in successful opera- 
tion, turning out about 2,500 pounds of prime 
butter a day. Under the Mege patent ihree 
factories are in operation at Boston, New 
Haven and Albany. These factories have 
pre duced not less than two hundred tons of 
marketable butter. 

The process in one is essentially the pro- 
cessin all. The pure animal fat is brought 
in every morning from the slaughter houses, 
lt is first washed, then ch pped up, after 
which it is boiled and all the ecrap and tissue 
are taken out. After cooling it is churned 
with pure fresh milk. Then it is washe l 
out, worked over, salted, colored, packed 
and shipped. Tue result is a butter which 
in color, consistence, texture and taste dan- 
gerously resembles the old-f ishioned article 
The majority of butter ea“ es would never 
discover the difference. 

The American Grocer c'eins that it is as 
legitimate aud praisew rthy an iodustry as 
any otker, and the product is a perfectly 
healthy and agreeable article of food for 
which the demand will create a market. I. 
compares favorably with three-fuur:bs of 
the butter that comes to the New York 
market, says the same authority. It 
never becomes rancid, but grows firmer 
with age, and is, therefore, pecu- 
Harly suited for shipment to Southern 
latitudes. There is little inducement, says 
the Grocer, to mix it with coantry butter, for

Cremation in the Last Century. 


The advocates of the urn are overhauling 
the dusty records of the past, to find forti- 
fying examples of the new mode of dispos- 
iog of the body after the spirit has fled. A 
most noteworthy case hasjust beeu unearthed. 
It is that of Heury Laurens, which took place 
at his plantation, December 11,1792. The 
case is the more interesting because of the 
prominent and creditable part that this emi- 
nent citizen of Charleston acted in our early 
national life. He succeeded John Hancock 
as President of Congress; was appointed 
Minister to Holland; was captured on the 
way to his mission; and after his release he 
was associated with Jay, Franklin and 
Adams in the negotiation of the treaty of 
peace. On returning to American he devoted 
himself to agriculture,and after a long, use- 
ful and honored life he died December 8, 
1792. 

The following clause was fourd in hie 
will: 

„I solemnly en] in it on my son as an in- 
dispensable duty that as son as he con ven- 
iently can, afier my decease, to cause my 
'oudy to be wrapped in twelve yards of tow 
cluth and burned until it be entirely consum- 


ed, aud then collecting my bones deposit 
them wherever he may deem proper.“ 

His biographer, Ramsey, who was his son- 
in-law, says that the directions of the will 
were carried out; and the New York Journal 
and Pauiotic Register, of January 26, 1793, 
contains thfs allusion. 

The following extract of a letter, dated 
Charleston, S. C., Decemter 24, is copied 
from the Nor wien Weekly Rister, of Jan- 
uary 14: 

A few davs since, departed this life. Hen - 
ry L.iurens, E q, about seventy years of age, 
and his corpee was burat tbe Tue day after 
nis cecease. This was done by bis son at the 
request of his father, who made this reserve 
iu his will, that unless his sun complied with 
this he should be cut short in any of his 
estate, which was worth 260,000 sterling. 
The ashes remaining from the body were 
tuken up and put in o a silver urn for that 
purpose. The reasons that Mr. Laurens gave 
fur this singular desire was, that bis body was 
100 good to be eaten by worms.“ 


A foot-note in Chadwick’s Repoit on In- 
tramural Interment,” gives a slightly differ- 
ent version of the case, It is there claimed 
that Mr. Laurens was Kd tothe step by the 
coming back to life of an infant child, after 
its body had been laid out, A current of 
fresh au from an opened window alone kept 
the child from being buried alive. So hor- 
ror stricken was Dic. Laurens, that he left 
orders in his will for his body to be burned. 

The funeral pile was erected on a beauti- 
ful spot on his plantation. The body, 
wrapped as desired in the will, was borne on 
the shoulders of-four favorite slaves, and laid 
upon the pyre, when incense and perfumes 
were thrown upon it. After the funeral servi- 
ces were held beside it, the flames were kia- 
died, and when the pile wae burned, the ashes 
were col. sud and placed ina silver vase.
